woud, secretary of the Western Fede
eration of Miners, which will begin
tomorrow morning. The court held

The first of the many tasks of the
court Is to secure a jury and owlng to
the groat publiclty given the cass and
the clrcumstances connected with the
murder of Bteunenberg 1t In expocted
to take from A week to taree woeks to
wecure a jury,

There has yet been no Indlcation as
to the scope of the cave which the
state will sook tp prove agalnst Hay-
woml,

offerad by the state the better we will
be satisfled.”

MONTEVIDEO, May 8.—An officlal

dispateh from Rineon de Herrero says

that up to 10 o'clock this morning near

Iy 200 of the passengers of the stranded
French steamer Poltou had been
rescusd and were belng sent o this
port,

BUENOS AYRES, May 8.—A dis-
patoh from Montevideo, published here
today, announces that the French
transport  maritime steamer Poliou,
from Marsollles, April 8, for this port,
hns been wreckod off the coast of
Uruguay. One hundred of her pas-
songors and crew are sald o have
perished,

A dlspatch from Montevideo saya:
“Ithe French steamer Poltou, from
Alglers, s ashore off Ban Jose Ignacio,
It s foared that there has hoen sorious
losn of iife.

“It 1s understood that thero were
200 porsons on board the vessel, and
that hepy cargo will prove a tolal loss,
No further particulars are obtainable
at prasont,

“The Poltou struck 30 yards from
the ehoro, al a spot oalled Rincon de
Herroro, A panle broke oul on board
the vessel when she grounded, and o
great number of people jumped over-
board and wore drowned. Some of
them swam ashore, Customs officlpl
at Rincon de Herrero saved 60 out 01
the 200 passengors who are sald t
hiwve boen op-board... How.many. othars
hﬁ-va bt'en saved Is not known," !
